Bitter Enders Admit President's 


Policy Toward Germany

Washington—Has the "irreconcil- 


able" element In the United States 
Senate unwittingly played a joke on 
itself? This group opposes the Ver- 
sailles treaty and would prefer not to 
have it submitted even with reserva- 
tions but Charles Evans Hughes, sec- 
retary of state, and lawyer extraor- 
dinary, has grasped one sentence in 
the 
Knox-Porter 
peace resolution 


which has just been signed by Presi- 
dent Harding and that one sentence 
is the key to the whole situation. It 
is that section of the pea^e resolution 
which announces that while the 
United States declares a state of peace 
with Germany, the Washington gov- 
ernment does not yield any of the 
rights obtained either by signing the 
armistice or through the Versailles 
treaty. 
The resolution of congress 


specifically mentions the Versailles 
pact. 


Now, asks Mr. Hughes in effect, 


how can the government here con- 
serve American rights under the 
Versailles treaty by officially discard- 
ing that document. 
Mr. Hughes 


doesn't intend to throw it aside. He 
intends to use it. He regards the 
resolution of congress as imposing a 
duty on the executive branch of our 
government to safeguard, all Amen 
can rights under the Versailles treaty. 
Peeling that way, he will recommend 
ratification of that treaty with res 
ervations. 
President Harding will 


have tho final say as to what shall 
be done and he is being besought by 
members of the senate to forget the 
Versailles treaty and make a new 
pact with Germany calling it not a 
treaty of peace but a treaty of "amity 
and commerce." 


Safeguard U. S. Bights. 


But Secretary Hughes has gone at 


his job with the- same energy as he 
used to give to the prepartion of a 
case before the Supreme court of the 
United States. Ever since congrest 
passed the 
peace resolution, Mr 


Hughes has been concentrating on his 
part of the task. 
Congress having 


acted, he feels it is up to the execu 
tive to move next. Mr. Hughes lias 
lost no time 
He has been in con 


stant conference with Mr. Harding 
for two days and while he refuses 
publicity to discuss his plans there is 
no doubt about the kind of advice 
ho is giving Mr. Harding. /Secretary 
Hughes gives, the impression of a big 
lawyer advising his most valuable 
client. He will tell the United States 
government what should be done to 
safeguard rights growing out of the 
European war. He will recommend 
certain things as a lawyer and a 
jurist. It will be up to Mr. Harding 
as president and custodian of Ameri 
can foreign pohcy to say whether h< 
will follow law or domestic politics 
It is true the irreconcilable element i 
making considerable noise but th 
irreconcilables are not as strong as 
they were when the Wilson ndrmnif 
tration was in power and the ontir 
Republican party was conducting a 
general attack. 
Now it becomes a 


party matter. 
Sure of Support 


One of the ir»econcilables himself 


privately admits that if Mr. Harding 
and Mr. Hughes get together on a 
program and announce it. there will 
be considerable support for the same 
even from the irreconcilable group. 
He predicted that if Mr. Harding 
made the treaty a party matter prob- 
ably only a half dozen votes would 
be cast against it. 
Certainly the 


Democrats would support the Ver- 
sailles treaty even though they will 
make determined but probably vain 
effort to retain the clauses referring 
to the League of Nations. More than 
two thirds of the senate favors the 
ratification 
of the Versailles treaty 


with reservations. 
Previous votes 


show that and present sentiment con- 
firms it. 
Furthermore, Mr. Hughes will prob- 


ably advise his client that unless the 
Versailles treaty is used as a basis, 
Just as President Harding said in his 
first message to congress that he be- 
lieved it would be the wiser course 
to follow, the entire foroigr. policy 
of the United States will bo in a 
tangle. 
Certainly one- big fact has already 


leaked out of the department of stato. 
It to that there is no present intention 
of 
renewing 
diplomatic 
relations 


with Germany 
until a. treaty ' is 


signed between Germany and the 
United States. The Koox-Porter reso- 
lution is really a one-sided affair. 
It 


proclaims a state of peace so far as 
statutes of the United States are 
concerned. It doesn't bind Germany 
and Mr. Hughes is going slow about 
giving u> Germany the advantages of

against her.

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BURNING AMERICA 


At the annual meeting of the National 


Board of Fire underwriters 
there was 


presented an authoritative estimate of 
America's fire losses during 1920 "which 
should c-ause the most heedless to pause. 
The destruction of over §500,000,000 
worth of property in a single year, or ap- 
proximately $1,370.000 a day. 1$ a tax 
that cannot be continued without serious 
economic results. In addition to this there 
was loss of life which, while not accurate- 
ly known, must bare been heavy. 


The staggering total of waste has not 


yet been classified, so it is impossible at 
present to give the losses by division into 
the separate hazards. There is no doubt, 
however, that intentional and uninten- 
tional incendiarism were large factors in 
causing aoi aggregate damage never be- 
fore approached except in 1906 when the 
San Francisco catastrophe occurred. This 
was so. despite the fact that there was no 
conflagration of any magnitude during the 
entire year. 


Besides the incendiarism of those indi- 


viduals with asbestos consciences who 
"burned fcT profit." and the depreda- 
tions of pyromaniaes. there was the un- 
conscious incendiarism of the business 
man who. in the face of trade depression 
and disappearing profits, relaxed his for- 
mer vigilance in regard to fire. He neg- 
lected safeguards, allowed rubbish to ac- 
cumulate, postponed repairs of heating 
and lighting apparatus, forgot to have in- 
spections made, 
and became generally 


caieiess. His employees naturally reflect- 
ed his mental attitude, and likewise grew 
careless. The wage earner out of work 
became negligent at home and also helped 
to swell the total fire damage that day 
by day added to our national bonfire. 


Carelessness and ignorance normally fig- 


ure as the chief causes of our fires, but 
there is also the mistaken belief of many 
that when property is insured against fire 
the insurance companies are the only ones 
to worry if it burns. As a matter of fact, 
insurance costs are so closely interwoven 
with our social and economic fabric that 
we are all affected by the fire waste. 


The careless or ignorant citizen respon- 


sible for a fire, taxes himself as well as his 
fellows. When this truth becomes recog- 
nized by a majority of the American pub- 
lic, then will our fire waste begin to 
decrease. 


FEAR AND WORRY 


Fear and worry are two of the greatest 


curses of the human race. If they could 
be eliminated most, if not all, of the dif- 
ficulties under which their victims labor 
whether real or imaginary, would disap- 
pear. The increase in the sum total of 
happiness that would follow is beyond 
computation.

He adds that he does not remember "ever 
having known a man who worked himself 
to death, but has known many who wor- 
ried themselves to death.

If there ever was a time 
that the world needed hard work and clear 
thinking, it is now.

THE WAY TO GET DISARMAMENT 
"When is President Harding going to 


take the first step toward getting the great 
powers together to discuss the question of 
armament limitation ? Some of the leading 
Republican newspapers are beginning to 
ask this question very pointedly. So 
pointedly in fact as to show considerable 
impatience. 


The unofficial explanations from the 


'White House that the president must ap- 
proach such a debcate matter with the 
greatest caution and tact, lest he jeopar- 
dize the result, is not as potent with the 
E-epubliean editors as it was when first 
made. To these editors and to many other 
people as well, the thought is beginning 
to occur that perhaps a little more action 
and less '"tact is called for by the urgency 
of the situation. 


Ever since the war the great powers 


have been engaged in the greatest arma- 
ment race m their history. This is specially 
true of the United States and Japan, whose 
war preparation budgets are many times 
greater than ever before. ''This in spite of 
the. fact that their people are groaning 
louder the weight of tax burdens, from 
which there is little possibility of relief 
except by cutting armament expense. 


Of the resumption of specie payment 


after the Civil War. Sherman said, "Tie 
way to resume is to resume.1' The other 
day in Washington, Budget Director 
Dawes said to the members of the cabinet 
aad bureau^chiefs. "The way to econo- 
mize is to economize." 


It is not going to be long before some 


powerful editor, backed by public senti- 
ment, is going to say to Mr. Harding: 
"Mr. President, the way to disarm is to 
disarm. We can't do it alone. Let us find 
out right now whether the other nations 
are willing to meet us half way on this 
proposition."

-BEATING THE LAW OF GRAVITATION 
The maintenance of a normal erect posture la a 


constant struggle to beat the law of gravitation. If 
Proiessor Einstein or any one else can devise some 
means for repealing this law, a lot of unfortunates 
with the anhedonia of sagging abdominal organs 
will have reason to be grateful. 
. There are several ways to skin a cat. 


The depraved state of visceroptosis, be it 
pro- 


lapsed stomach, sagging colon, moveable or floating 
kidney, or whatnot loose inside, is caused and main- 
tained by the force of gravitation. All right. Then 
the cue is to fool gra.vita.tion, by a simple twist of 
the wrist, reversing the application of the force of 
gravitation so that it will undo some or all the dam- 
age it has done. Gravitation is indeed a great ob- 
stacle and stumbling block in the pathway of evolu- 
tion. Maybe it would have been better had we re- 
mained on all fours, instead of making 
highly 


trained monkeys of ourselves. 


In order to beat the law of gravitation and mako 


gravitation work for the benefit of the victim of 
ptosis or sagging of abdominal organs, it is not only 
necessary to put the patient abed in the horizontal 
posture, which merely throws gravitation into neu- 
tral, but the patient must be more or less inverted 
for a reasonable part of the time in order to gain 
the advantage of reverse action by gravitation. 


There are numerous expedients for thus utilizing 


gravitation. The foot of the bed may be elevated 
on blocks eight to sixteen inches aboxre the head 
of the bed. Three or four times a day the patient 
may he for half an hour at a time, preferably fol- 
lowing meals, on an inclined plane with the hips 
elevated a foot or more above the 
level 
of the 


shoulders. The ironing board or any other contri- 
vance which will place the body at an agle of about 
45 degrees with the level will serve for this pur- 
pose. While lying in this position, if it is not un- 
comfortable, the patient may gently rub and stroke 
the abdominal wall from the lower right corner up- 
ward and over toward the upper left corner, but 
not downward. 


For splanchnic anhedoniacs who are underweight 


—and practically all victims of visceroptosis who 
have any active symptoms from their displacements 
are below normal weight—from one to two weeks of 
absolute bed rest, with these postural procedures to 
vary the monotony, will be found the best kind of 
relief m cases not complicated by other diseases. 
It is a peculiar characteristic of the so-called "dys- 
pepsia" or ' indigestion" complained of by splanch- 
nic anhedoniacs. that, whereas any and every ar- 
ticle of diet if taken in sufficient quantity to furnish 
adequate nourishment "disagrees," almost anything 
may be taken freely and with perfect comfort if 
the patient remains in bed and takes advantage of 
these little tricks on "-gravitation. That means re- 
gaining the weight that has been lost; re-accumu- 
lation of the wasted fat deposits in the abdomen 
and restoration of something like the natural sup- 
porting pads of the wandering organs.

toping in, as you slowly pull down _your arms as if 
lifting your weight, and all the while breathing in, 
until your clenched fists are down beside your hips, 
then breathe out and repeat. Do this three or four 
times, thrice daily, at first, and increase gradually 
until you do it about fifteen times thrice daily.

The increase in second class postal 


rates, which effects al! newspapers 
and periodicals, is the fourth of a suc- 
cession of annual increases. The first 
occurred on July 1. 103 S. 


Prior to that date, the postal rate 


for second class matter was uniform 
for newspapers and periodicals, no 
matter ?-hat distance it was sent to 
the subscriber- The recent postmas- 
ter general and those who sided with 
him attacked this system as a "sub- 
sidy" granted by tno government, aid 
contended that in the transportation 
of this second class ni-iM tb* postofCiue 
department actually lost a consider- 
able sum of money. 


The answer made to this argument 


was that an increase of postal rates 
on this kind of mail matter was put- 
ting a heavy tax on the dissemination 
of information. The magazines of na 
tional circulation .vere particularly bit- 
ter against the increases. A zoning 
system went into office at the time, 
which made it necessaiy to put much 
more postage on a periodical sent, 'et 
us say, from a New York office of pub- 
lication to a subscrfcur- on the Paclfc 
coast, than on a sim lir periodical dent 
to a subscriber in Newark, N. J. 


The Zoning System. 


The system now m tftect provides 


eight zones. The fiist zone includes 
territory for fifty mi'os in all direc- 
tions. The second lone embraces an 
additional hundred mi'es, the third 
zone a hundred and fifty miles »no-e, 
the fourth zone an additional throe 
hundred miles. Xone five takes in tri- 
ntory four hundred nvles beyond the 
limits of rone four; zone six ad.ls an- 
other four hundred miles, aa does zone, 
revcn, and zone • igit includes all n-r- 
ritory beyond the limits of the seventh 
zor.e. 


A difference was made between pure 


reading matter and advertising mat- 
ter, but this is of little betief.t, aa prac- 
tically every newspaper and period'ca! 
today is made up of a mixture of both. 
"When the first increase went into ef- 
fect the rates per pound of mail be- 
came 1% cents for the first and sec- 
ond zones, 1V£ cents for the third 
zone, 2 cents for the fourth zone, 2!xi 
for the fifth zone, 2% for the s'xth 
7one, 3 cents for the seventh zone, and 
3% cents for the eighth zone. 


The following year these rates wero 


increased again, varying from ] % 
ceritb a pound 'n the first and second 
z.'nes to 5'£ cents a pound in the 
eighth zone. 


The increase on July 1, 1920, carneO 


thes.' rates up to 1-4 cents a pound in 
the first and second zones with propor- 
tionate increases all along the line up 
to 7% cents a pound in the eighth 
zone. 


The rates which have just gone 


into effect are, for each pound of sec 
ond class mail, as follows: 


First and second zones, 2 cents; 


tlurd zone, 3 cents; fourth zone 5 
cents; fifth zone, 6 cents; sixth zone, 


7 cents; seventh zone, 9 cents; eighth 
zone. 10 cents. 
The newspapers and periodicals have 


been making a last ditch fight to pre- 
vent the last increase going into ef- 
fect until the new postmaster genera! 
had time to investigate, through a 
commission appointed for 'that pur- 
pose, the justice of the second class 
rates, and whether it was necessary 
to have them so high for the sake of 
postal revenue. Despite the fact that 
congress has been petitioned from all 
over the country to this effectr and 
pespite the strong recommendations of 
the postoffice department, the Long- 
worth bill, wluch had this for its ob- 
ject, has died in committee. 


The Subscriber Will Pay. 


Except for the roost prosperous 


newspapers and periodicals, it is high 
ly probable that subscription prices 
will have to be boosted to cover this 
additional burden. It was just this 
point on which the main fight against 
the increases has been based from the 
first. The ultimate sufferer from the 
increases is bound to be the small sub 
scriber to newspapers and periodicals. 
It means making education and the 
knowledge of current news the recipi- 
ent of another tax. 


Mr. Longworth and officials of the 


postoffice department are utterly at a 
loss to understand the action of th.e 
postoffices and post roads committee 
of the house. As the end sought by- 
publishers of newspapers and periodi- 
cals was merely a postponement of 
putting the fourth increase into effect 
so that an impartial investigation into 
the necessity and justice of the in- 
crease might be made, the committee's 
action has caused no little chagrin and 
disappointment. 


Not even the author of the bill to 


postpone this last boost in mail rates 
was able .to find out exactly how the 
committee voted on his bill. It is Mr. 
Longworth's understanding, however, 
that a considerable majority of the 
committee voted to table his measure. 
Under the existing rules of the house, 
it is now impossible to get the bill be- 
fore the house for its consideration ex- 
cept by going to the rules committee 
and, by overriding the committee 
which killed the bill, order it reported 
to the house. 


Will Continue the Fighfc. 


Even if this course were pursued, 


with so many of the committee mem- 
bers actively opposing the measure, it 
is extremely doubtful if favorable ac- 
tion could be procured from the mem- 
bership of the house. Proponents of 
the Longworth bill and the postoffice 
department itself have suffered a de- 
feat through the action of the com- 
mittee. There may be many extrane- 
ous reasons affecting the action of the 
committee, it is realized, and the whole 
matter undoubtedly will be revived 
through the introduction of a new bill 
at the most propitious time. 


It is whispered around the corridors 


of the capitol that the existing feeling 
between same members of congress 
and the executive departments of the 
government may have had something 
to do with turning down the Long- 
worth measure. 
Postmaster General 


Hays stood ready to order a thorough 
Investigation into the whole matter of 
second class mail rates embracing 
every angle of it. 


It has been suggested in some con- 
resslonal quarters that the very fact 
that the postoffice department recom- 
mended favorable committee action 
and adoption by congress of the Long- 
worth bill may have had something to 
do with the killing of the,measure. 


There is a feeling on the part of 


many members of congress that the 
executive departments of the govern- 
ment having in their power many ap- 
pointments have failed to act as Speed*, 
Jy as they might in ousting Democrats' 
and installing Republicans. This feel- 
ing is becoming evident in many ways, 
and may have had some influence on 
the fate of Longworth's 
intended 


legislation.
